Don’t waste 
time - fit 
speed 
limiters now 


AVE you fitted speed 
limiters in your coaches? 

If they were first used after 
April 1, 1984 and are capable 
of exceeding 70mph, then they 
must have a speed limiter fitted 
by April 1. Whatever else you 
read about that date, this is no 
April Fool. 

And any vehicle first used 
between April 1, 1974 and 
March 31, 1984 must be 
similarly equipped by April 1 
next year. 

From what the speed limiter 
companies tell us, many 
operators are ignoring the 
deadline in the hope that they 
can save the expense and run 
illegally without being found 
out. 

Apparently, they will get 
around the annual test 
procedure by trying to insist 
that their coach is incapable of 
exceeding 70mph. 

They may put off the evil 
day, but they could be making 
it far more evil, for the police 
can be expected to go looking 
for speeding coaches after next 
week and will almost certainly 
want to prosecute where a 
coach has not been fitted with a 
speed limiter. 

If they find a coach is 
exceeding the speed limit and 
that it has not been fitted with 
a speed limiter, then there will 
be no point in trying to 
persuade anyone that your 
coach is incapable of running 
faster than 70mph. 

If you are found guilty, then 
not only is there a fine. You 
have attracted a black mark 
which could put your 
operator’s licence at risk. 

Is that really worth the price 
of saving on a speed limiter? 
The bad publicity, the image of 
running recklessly fast 
coaches? 

And you are probably 
denying yourself the saving in 
fuel which often arises from 
fitting speed limiters. On some 
calculations, last week’s 9p per 
gallon duty increase could be — 
recovered by fitting a speed 
limiter. 

Be legal and do yourself a 
favour by not putting off this 
decision by another day.

Computers will soon be on board 


RITISH coach and bus 
operators will be able to fit 
on-board computer systems in their 
vehicles from September this year.

Marksman this week continues his look 
at profitable pricing 


S I said last week, I have 

slightly reappraised the 
balance between rate per hour, 
rate per mile and base loading in 
my price tables, and have loaded 
more of the costs onto the base 
loading. 

The reason for this was 
twofold. 

Firstly, small hires, particularly 
over the afternoon peak period, 
were not really covering their true 
cost. This often means that a full 
day hire is turned away just to 
honour some trifling three hour 
job. 

On the other hand, there are 
some three hour hires, for 
example between 0900 and noon, 
for which I have loads of capacity 
and which really can be operated 
on a marginal cost basis. 

It worried me a little that the 
staff needed to abandon the price 
tables to give realistic quotes for 
these sorts of hire. So my second 
reason for increasing the base 
loading generally was to be able 
to not charge it for these off peak, 
short, hires. Doing this has given

a greater applicability to the 
tables. 

As a result, this year the price 
increase is not spread evenly 
across the range of hire 
possibilities, 

Short hires may have increased 
in price by as much as 25% but 
with only a minimal increase on 
longer charters. I consider that this 
should increase revenue overall by 
about 7%. 

What I have done is perhaps an 
example of the difference between 
costing and pricing. The former 
simply involves establishing from 
known charges or past 
performance what the costs of 
operation will be. It is a fairly 
clinical, number crunching. tak. - 

But turning the result into a 
pricing policy is where the | 
exercise of commercial judgement | 
comes into play.

balance to see if it produces the 
results at which it is aimed. 

Because I know that readers like 
to see them, but not particularly as 
a recommendation, this week's 
tables are those which I am using 
to charge out fairly standard 53 
and 45 or 47 seater coaches. 

I commend the ready reckoner 
approach to readers as a quick and 
easy way to give accurate 
quotations. But the figures are 
something which operators should 
calculate for themselves. 

I do, however, regard myself as 
a very average operator and I do 
know at least ten operators who 
have told me that their prices are 
in line with those which I have 
previously published. 

So, whilst not recommending 
their unqualified use, I am fairly 
confident that, for the board 
church of ‘middle of the road’ 
operators, prices like these are 


More tips on how to set 


probably profitable and certainly 
attainable. 

| You will note that the table for 
the 45/47 seater also doubles as 
applicable to a 53 seater for off 
peak days. We all have our own 
ideas of when these are. 

In my case, the Wednesdays are 
always busy, but often, even 
during the season, Mondays are 
slack. 

Offering an off-peak price can 
often induce a hirer to go on an 
otherwise slack day which gives 
better vehicle and driver 
utilisation. 

I do have another table to give 
an off peak rate for 45/47 seaters, 
but leave you to figure that one 
out for yourselves. 

Next week we will look at 
some tables for extended tours.

ver the years Carlton PSV 

has imported over 300 new 

Neoplan Skyliners into the 

UK, many of which are 
now reaching the end of their 
useful life on continental coach 
shuttle work. 

Residuals might have proved a 
problem, with little prospect for 
cascading the coaches into other 
work, were it not for the National 
Express group taking over the 
Carlton PSV dealership. As such 
high-specification double-deck 
coaches basically only lend 
themselves to long-distance 


shuttle and express work, National | 


Express is guaranteeing a 
minimum National Express 
contract life of a further five 
years, according to Carlton MD 
Roger Dixon. 

For operators, the deal is for 
purchase of Neoplan Skyliners 
refurbished by Carlton PSV - and 
it is unlikely any will be bought 
without the intention of using the 
vehicles on National Express 
contracts. Dixon said National 
Express will be negotiating 
contracts with the operator which 
both ‘reflect the type of work and 
the vehicle used.’ 

The test vehicle, the first 
refurbished to National Express 
specification by Carlton PSV, had 
been bought by Craig Hornby’s 
Hyperian Travel of Tooting in 
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~ Skvliner Sequel 


Following the National Express group’s 
takeover of sole UK Neoplan dealership 
Carlton PSV, operators are now able to 
purchase second-hand Skyliners 
refurbished to National Express 
specification - with a guaranteed 
minimum contract life of five years. Rod 
Davey takes the first out on test. 


Outside in 

Integrally constructed by 
Neoplan, the structure of this 
double-decker coach is made up 
from seamless 2mm section mild 
steel tubing. The vehicle’s frame 
is built up from a series of welded 
sections which are wax-injected 
and corrosion-proofed. 
On the body sides Carlton has

All the vehicle’s windows are 
single-glazed, although options are 
available for both double-glazing 
and air-conditioning. Most trim 
and brightwork has been removed. 

The vehicle’s exterior has been 
finished in a modified National 
Express Rapide livery and the 
whole refurbishment involved 
removing both the front and centre 
power passenger doors. 
Unfortunately, this aspect of the 
refurbishment caused problems on 
the test - as high south-westerly 
winds, with gusts of up to 
100mph, found purchase within 
the door seals. 

After completing the Bramham 
A1 to Kenning M61 cross-country 
section, the front door burst open 
on the M1 Tinsley overpass in 
Sheffield. Fortunately, 1 was 
sufficiently close to Carlton. PSV 
on this stage of the test route to 
return to the Hellaby base where a 
temporary repair was effected - 
involving the re-hanging of the 
passenger door. 

Although considerable wind 
noise marred the remainder of the 
motorway section, on the second 
day of the test it was not as bad. 
For its part, Carlton PSV assured 
me the door would undergo a 
thorough inspection and repair 
before the coach was delivered. 
Carlton’s technical director Chris 
Lavin diagnosed worn ball joints. 

Through the electro-pneumatic 
plug door, which had one 36cm 
step from ground level and a width 
of approximately 93cm, Carlton's 
interior re-trim was to a very high 
standard. Of special note was the 
re-sited courier seat, adjacent to 
the offside emergency door 
towards the rear of the lower

A 
hostess’ PA point was another 
thoughtful addition in the 
refurbishment. 

But the fitment of the Shades 
servery unit, complete with two 
coolboxes and a roller-doored 
storage cupboard above, had 
created some problems. It had 
been fitted with the centre door 


| removed which, when re-hung,

Both upstairs and down, the 
vehicle has been re-trimmed in 


| grey cord with matching National 


Express seat moquette on the 
centre roof panel and overhead 
seat conduits - as well as on the 
seats. Both aisles are carpeted and 
the test vehicle was fitted with 
temporary carpet to the under seat 
area. Orange curtains complete 
interior trim in both saloons. 

A further 53 seats upstairs 
brought the vehicle’s capacity to 
69, not including the driver and 
courier. With a 90 degree spiral, 


| the upper saloon steps are adjacent 
| to the centre door. Neoplan’s 


design is passenger-friendly, as the 
steps are evenly spaced and the 
configuration is fitted with high- 
intensity passenger grab rails. 

The upper saloon, with 53 seats, 
is obviously not as spacious as the 


lower saloon, but there is the sheer | 


delight of travelling in a 
‘Greyhound’-style environment 


| with excellent passenger views, 


especially in the front seats. 

Serving both saloons, heating is 
provided by webbed radiators to 
the outside walls, with ventilation 
through overhead units aided by a 
rear pump and blower. The whole 
set-up is thermostatically- 


| controlled with a cab mounted 


Neoplan Klimacenter which 
incorporates a Webasto pre-heater 
and is capable of handling air- 
conditioning if specified. 
Passengers have individual 
overhead reading lights in panels 


_ which incorporate hostess call 


buttons. Saloon lights can either 
be set at full or have green 
dimmers for night travel comfort. 
Lighting is further enhanced with 
strong illumination to to main 
steps. 

Luggage loading is extremely 


| capacious, being located ina full 
height area between the lower 
saloon and the rear-mounted 
engine. Access is also excellent, 
with a full height door 
complemented with side flaps. 

However, room for incidental 
luggage within the saloons is 
slight. Although there are shallow 
parcel racks to the upper saloon, 
| the only storage for travelling 

incidentals in the lower saloon is 

in between a set of back-to-back 
seats, resulting from the seat 
| design around the two tables. 
| Special features regarding 
| passenger comfort include toilet 
design which, as far as I know, is 
unique to Neoplan. Startling toilet 
finishes are accompanied with a 
| ‘knee control’, marginally below 
the toilet flush button, providing 
the flow of water to the hand 
| basin. Unless you have the 
proportions of a ventriloquist’s 
| dummy, there is no way you can 
stand up in it. 

The Skyliner’s rear servery is 
adjacent to the toilet - and features 
two hot water boilers and a cool 
box. One of the delights of writing 
| about German machines is the 
_ ubiquitous ‘sausage boiler’, ever 
ready for the ‘bratwurst mit 
sauerkraut’, which unfortunately 
was not part of the National 
Express specification. 
Furthermore, videos are now 
infradig except on the Newcastle 
| to London diagrams. 
| — However, a public address 

system is included with an 
| adequate number of speakers. 
Unfortunately, the sound was 
| distorted with a lot of background 
noise. Despite this, the overall 
level of passenger comfort was at 
a much higher level than that 
associated with most British 
coaches, and I am sure most 
British travellers will give it the 
thumbs-up.

Driving and 
Performance 

Within the cab area, the fully 
adjustable Chapman Bremshey 
seat is reasonably comfortable - 
but I have recently been spoilt by 
high back seats. This seat’s low 
back gave me back and neck ache 
after prolonged driving - although 
it must be said I’m not getting any 
younger and the gale-force winds 
on the test did not help. 

Generally well laid out, the 
fascia featured a small rev counter 
which was obliterated by the 
steering wheel’s 15cm wide single 
spoke when turning corners. 
Another criticism involves the 
indicator stem, which sometimes 
cancels with a knee movement due 
to the clutch pedal being set higher 
than the other foot controls. 

Gear changing was for the most 
part easy with the ZF 6-speed, as it 
had been well used. However, 
relative use made the crawler gear 
comparatively difficult to engage - 
and the spring gate for reverse was 
worn, so extra care was needed 
when engaging second gear in this 
‘double-H’ configuration. 

Everything else appeared well 
positioned. The exhaust brake was 
optimally located to the left of the 
clutch and the Telma arm, which 
was column mounted, was easy to 
use. Secondary retardation was not 
the most powerful I have tested, 
but was effective enough if used in 
conjunction with the primary 
system. 

The front screen’s vertical split 
caused no undue forward visibility 
problems. Heated side windows, 
both at the door as well as the 
driver’s signalling window, helped 
keep condensation at bay in wet 
weather. Unfortunately, there was

Large exterior rear view mirrors 
were originally heated, but the 
nearside was not connected. 
However, although in bad weather, 
rear visibility was extremely good 
- even taking into account the 
inevitable blind spoit caused by 
the solid rear panel. Sun protection 
was provided for with a screen- 
wide roller blind. The vehicle’s 
ferry lift controls were sensibly 
located at the nearside doorway 
making it impossible to switch on 
accidentally. 

Featuring an extremely low 
centre of gravity the machine was 
extremely stable, even in the.gale- 
force winds of the test, with the air 


comfortable ride. Not too spongy, 
the general impression was of a 
firm ride, well-controlled, with 
minimal roll and pitch. 
Stemming from this and when | 
combined with the extra unladen | 
weight, steering is harder than the 
average coach, but it is not 
excessively hard. In fact, the 
coach is quite comfortable to steer, | 
and much better erring on this side 
than being too light with no ‘road 
feel’. There is an amount of play 
in the wheel similar to the average 
double-decker bus and more turns 
are required than the average

height when in tight situations. 
Unfortunately, the Bramham 
Crossroads filling station created 
the precedent for coaches with 
white-walled tyres - the rear road 
which is normally quite tight was 
exceptionally so — and while 
negotiating parked cars, I 
unfortunately kerbed the machine 
on freshly painted stones. The rest 
of the test, especially the photo 
opportunities, was a constant 
reminder. 

Acceleration was quite nifty, 
with 30mph achieved in 10 
seconds on flat terrain and 7Omph 
reached in less than a minute. And 
the machine takes the top speed 
limit of 7Omph at a nice easy 
2,100rpm. Only steady gradients 
in the motorway section provided 
any annoyance, which again has to 
be qualified by the exceptionally 
high headwinds on this test. 

Given the vehicle’s passenger 
carrying capacity of the magical 
number of 69, overall fuel 
consumption of 8.4mpg compares 
well with many high specification 
single-decker coaches. And a 
figure of nearly 9mpg on the 
motorway section bears out the 
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| claims of a German driver while I 
was on a tourism fact-finding trip 
to Czechoslovakia recently. 


Verdict 

If National Express contracts are 
an essential part of your bottom 
line, a purchase price of less than 
£82,000 for such a refurbished 
Neoplan Skyliner does not seem 
such a bad investment, especially 
with a guaranteed minimum 
contract life of five years. 
However, this must be balanced 
| with the fact that only parts 

replaced in the refurbishment 

qualify for the 12-month warranty 
| - and by the time the contract life 
expires the machines will be well 
over 10 years old with little 
prospect of cascading. 

My advice is make sure the 
details of any contracts are well 
established before any purchase 
and don’t rely too much on any 
projected residual values. If the 
deal is right, the machine will 
earn its keep - but the risks 
remain. With this sort of deal, it’s 
down to your own professional 
judgment.

Engine/Transmission 

OM 403X engine well matched to ZF 6-speed gearbox, but 325bhp 
rating seemed a little underpowered on motorway gradients (although 
using same V10 engine, current Skyliners have OM 423 with a higher 
rating of 352bhp). 

Brakes 


| Dual-circuit primary air brakes worked well throughout test, with 


secondary four-stage hand-operated Telma, giving effective backup, 
especially on steep gradients in Yorkshire Wolds. Exhaust brake useful 
on long gradients. 

Steering 

A little play in the wheel and perhaps a little heavier than the average 
coach due to extra body weight - but not excessive and better than 


| being too light. More turns required to steer - due to heavier coach and 


to prevent oversteering. 

Ride and Roadholding 

Skyliner features a very low centre of gravity and is therefore very 
stable - air suspension ensures a firm and comfortable ride which is not 
too spongy and without excessive roll and pitch. 

Controls 

a)Switches - Well laid out fascia - apart from single 15cm-wide 
steering wheel spoke which obliterates small rev counter when turning, 
and indicators which cancel with knee movement on high-set clutch 
pedal. 

b)Pedals - clutch pedal play too high in relation to footbrake and 
accelerator. 

c)Gearchange - ZF S6-90 well used, therefore easy changes apart from 
6.98:1 ratio first gear crawler. Reverse spring-gate worn so extra care 
needed with first and second gears. 

d)Handbrake - spring-loaded to 2nd and 3rd axles - very positive.

How green isthe Valley now? 


or coach operators, the past 
ten years have forced 
change and presented 
chances. The once 
predictable seasonal fluctuations 
in workload have been radically 
adjusted where deregulated 
opportunities have been exploited. 

Primrose Valley Coaches sought 
profit from local service 
deregulation to a greater extent than 
the earlier opportunities from the 
relaxation of excursion and express 
licencing - a strategy enforced by 
location and circumstance. 

The transport network on the 
Yorkshire Coast has shrugged-off 
the shackles of regulation and 
nationalisation. Each summer 
brings a new eruption of change - 
each winter a necessary 
regrouping in preparation for the 
next onslaught of visitors. 

Sometimes entrepreneurial 
success can be blunted 
unexpectedly as the market adjusts 
to new conditions. 

A surprise twist came earlier 
this year with the sale of Primrose 
Valley Coaches to East Yorkshire 
Motor Services. This acquisition 
followed intense rivalry with 
EYMS subsidiary Scarborough & 
District, and gave rise to 
understandable apprehension 
among Primrose Valley staff - four 
of whom previously worked for 
the EYMS group before being 
faced with redundancy as the 
Hull-based operation trimmed its 
activities since deregulation in 
both Bridlington and Scarborough. 

The coastal strip between these 
two important resorts is a 
powerful draw for thousands of 
land locked visitors during the 
pitifully short summer season, five 
months if you are lucky, six weeks 
otherwise. Winters are long and 
cold and consequently coach 
business is thin on the 
ground. 

Such dramatic 
fluctuations in demand 
present a difficult but 
tempting territory for the 
brave ambitious coach 
operator - only hard 
headed realism ensures 
survival. 

Primrose Valley Garage 
and Coach Company was 
among the survivors, 
owned until February 1, 
1990 by Albert and 
Corinna Webster and their 
son John. 
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Mike Morgan visits Yorkshire Coast 
operator Primrose Valley Coaches in the 
wake of a successful takeover by its 
largest competitor. 


John Webster, manager of Primrose Valley Coaches Ltd. 


Primrose Valley Garage opened 


| as a filling station in 1938 on the 
| main road between Scarborough 


and Bridlington. The Webster 
family moved up from Scunthorpe 
in 1959. Albert Webster went into 
partnership with Taff Elley in 
November 1969 with Primrose 
Valley Coaches, which at that time 
consisted of four coaches. In 
December of that same year two 
53 seater vehicles were purchased. 
Later five new buses and 


coaches brought the fleet up to 22, 
| its maximum size. This was 
subsequently cut back to 18 when 
| the partnership with Elley was 
| dissolved in 1981. 


John Webster took over as 
manager in May 1983 and set 
about building up business to get 
maximum return from the fleet. A 
new workshop was opened at the 
beginning of 1984, built to 


Daimler/Leyland Fleetline buses. 


accommodate double deckers as a 
prelude to developments three 
years later. 

The family partnership had 


| decided to purchase two extra 


coaches for the 1990 season - the 
O licence having been renewed for 
20 vehicles in 1989. 

Such a display of confidence 
highlights the surprise when the 
sale was announced. However, it 
is significant that Albert and 
Corinna have reached retirement 
age. Corinna expanded on the 
reasons for leaving coaching (the 
garage side of the business has 
been retained). She said: “We are 
very concerned about future 
legislation.’ Not that she was 
suggesting a bleak outlook for 
coaching, more the promise of 
difficulties not relished by those 
looking towards an easier life in 
retirement. 


She said: ‘We have overcome 
enormous problems in the past and 
built up a successful business, but 
the opportunity was there to make 
life easier for John and his sister 
Anne.’ 

John Webster gave a careful nod 
when asked if the sale had been 
inevitable given the circumstances 
with his parents and the ageing 
fleet profile. This gesture 
concealed more than simply a 
decision taken in the face of a 
timely offer from the larger 
competitor, a smile crept over his 
face as he confessed to actually 
enjoying working under EYMS 
ownership. 

Webster remains as general 
manager of the new coach 
company, while continuing to run 
his first love the garage forecourt 


| and tyre sales. Responsibility for 


| the coach operations is now shared 
| to some degree within the EYMS 

| group. Registration of local 

| services and vehicle taxation are 

| just two examples of functions 


covered by EYMS headquarters 
on Anlaby Road Hull. 

Webster is committed to staying 
on until September 1990 when the 
situation will be reviewed. There 
is an additional contractual tie. He 
said: ‘I can not work for another 
coach company within a 100 mile 


| radius for five years.’ 


Webster is uncertain about his 
personal future. He may extend his 


| interest through the family garage 


business, although he is beginning 
to appreciate the reduced hassle 
from coach activities since the 
takeover. 

What were those hassles? He 
said: ‘It’s effort not time. If 
something goes wrong, then a lot of 
energy goes into putting it right and 
double effort is necesary to retain 
business.’ He confessed 
that few coach trips went 
off without some problem. 

Maintenance he 
described as a constant 
cost headache. 
Introduction of double 
deck buses had not 
improved maintenance 
experience. He said: “The 
deckers cost much more, 
the newer ones are no 
better.’ With major units 
such as engine, gearbox, 
or rear axle presenting 
bills of around £1,000, 
costings become fraught 
with uncertainties.

Back-up

not one company was prepared to 
come out.’ He contrasts attitudes 
between north and south thus: 
“When asked for help one south 
east based operator said when will 
you pay, whereas in similar 
circumstances a Lancashire 
operator supplied a vehicle 
without question.’ 

As if to compound these 
frustrations he confessed to being 
burdened with bad debts when the 
boot was on the other foot - a west 
Yorkshire company still owes 
money for a replacement coach 
supplied last season. 


Continuity 

On the subject of bad debts I 
wondered if the EYMS group 
policy of requiring payment for 
coach hire 7 days in advance was 
upsetting any established Primrose 
Valley customers. The value of 
retaining continuity of 
management was confirmed by 
Websters sensible interpretation of 
company rules, applying it to 
selected clients only. 

The new administration has 
enforced multiple copy NCR 
corporate documentation (though 
not computerisation). Much of this 
is welcomed, but one quaint 
feature of the new regime is the 
company mail delivery on the 2.20 
pm 121 stage. 

Internal communications are 
addressed to the general manager - 
a reduction in status? He said: 
‘There is consultation on routes 
and planning when my advice is 
sought, and I’m still left to 
compete for contracts - the system 
of costings remains unchanged.’

| Webster’s personal contact with

the EYMS take-over strategy - 
coaching revenue during the 
summer months increases from 25 
per cent to 75 per cent of turnover. 
The Webster family has an 
added interest in the camps, 
because they generate valuable 
petrol and tyre sales. An excursion 
leaflet retaining an advert for 
Primrose Valley Garage has been 
given the go-ahead by group 
headquarters - otherwise it may 
have been printed (at additional 
cost) in-house in corporate style, 


Once planning permission is 
obtained, the coach company will 
be physically separated from the 
garage site.

Flexible allocation of staffing 


and other crucial economies result 
from the tight financial control 
necessary with a business so 
dependent on seasonal income. 
Two of the drivers would regularly 
stand-in on the forecourt, whereas 
Glyn Brown who is in-charge of 
car repairs could act as spare or 
relief driver. 

Staff have not only lost hidden 
perks such as access to car 
maintenance facilities, but as yet 
there is no commitment by EYMS 
to group benefits - no free travel, 
and uniforms ‘have to be earned 
by the depot’. 


Expansion Strategy 

Pre-deregulation seasonal 
staffing was normal. Gradually a 
turn round in fortunes created the 
situation whereby at the end of 
September 1989 two drivers who 
left had to be replaced - the first 
year in the company’s existence 
when there were no lay-offs. 

The business portfolio had 
totally changed from the previous 


contrasting with intensive use of 
vehicles and staff in season. 
Heavy dependence on contracts 


services made a 12 month season a 
potential reality. Dependence on 
seasonal revenue from the camps 
having reduced. 

In three years the number of 
double deck service buses 
increased from one to two, then 


being ‘only one other company to 
compete against at the time of 


deregulation’. 

Webster’s service strategy was 
‘head-on’. Running five minutes 
ahead he challenged the newly 
introduced Scarborough & District 
Skipper minibuses. Skippers uses 
simplified service numbers, 
whereas Primrose Valley 


| capitalised on customer familiarity 


by using the abandoned numbers 
such as on the 115 to Claughton. 
A registration ploy used by 


Webster surprised his new 


masters. When recording details of 
the seasonal 122 service between 
Scarborough and Bridlington he 
registered all practical route 
variations. Consequently, when a 
Bridlington school contract left a 
spare vehicle in Bridlington during 
the day, he notified a timetable 
variation to run in front of the 
EYMS 121 service between 9am 
and 3pm. 


Future 
Such moves now represent 
unnecessary duplication of 


| resources within the group as a 


whole, so rationalisation is 
inevitable. The future of Primrose 


| Valley Coaches as a company 


looks assured, but cut-backs 
somewhere seem inevitable. 

EYMS managing director Peter 
Shipp has confirmed the retention 
of the name. However, with 


| EYMS working from leased 


premises in both Bridlington and 
Scarborough, there is scope for 
many changes in the near future. 

One outcome may be 
Scarborough open-top buses, or 
Bridlington mini-buses based at 
Primrose Valley. Shipp sees a 
market for the Primrose Valley 
style with standard coaches, so 
with service buses having a role 
and coaches being important, there 
should be continuity of provision 
for the company’s many 
customers. 

The head-on confrontation 
produced a result unpredictable in 
1986, but not without parallels 
elsewhere in deregulated Britain. 
Appleby’s, Dodsworth’s and the 
other remaining market players on 


| the Yorkshire Coast are thought to 


be reviewing plans - EYMS will 
face stiff challenges as the coach 
market continues to restructure.

ACCESSIBLE PASSENGER TRANSPORT 


HELP PEOPLE WITH MOBILITY 
PROBLEMS AND YOURSELVES 


HREE market sectors require 

specialised transport for 
passengers with mobility 
handicaps: local authority, 
voluntary, and homes outside local 
authority provision. 

The local authority/social 
services/special education sector is 
suffering from local government 
spending controls. Steady 
expansion up to two years ago in 
the voluntary sector has been 
arrested by reduced grant 
opportunities, whereas in contrast 
the care/nursing home market 
expands with the ageing 
population. 

This growing old-age market is 
set to expand business 
opportunities for coach operators in 
general and, in particular, those 
providing specific facilities for 
passengers with mobility 
difficulties. Department of Health 
figures (fig 1) show that not only is 
the number of elderly people in 
residential accommodation 
increasing, but provision is 
swinging steadily towards 
voluntary and private homes. 

Projections into the next 50 years 
(fig 2) predict a staggering increase 
in the over 60s from 10 million to 
15 million - a market too big to be 
ignored. 

Minibuses equipped for this 
market have for too long been 
identified as ambulances: normally 
painted white and signwritten to 
avoid payment of car tax and to be 
able to reclaim VAT where such 
vehicles are not suitable for 
carrying 12 or more persons, 
including the driver. John Taylor, of 
Taylor Lightfoot transport 
consultancy, told Coachmart about 
acase shortly to be heard in a VAT 
Tribunal. An operator with a 14 
seat minibus has been asked for 
£5,000 in tax because he converted 
the vehicle to accommodate 
wheelchairs - consequently 
reducing capacity. 

Such ludicrous rulings tread on 
the symbolic importance of 
acccessible passenger transport. 
Taylor said: ‘Accessible transport 
is public transport, as every 
member of the public can get on it, 
whereas conventional public 
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Accessible passenger travel - Mike 
Morgan investigates what the 
manufacturers offer.

Passengers with a transport 
handicap are entitled to the same 
level of comfort and provision as 
other members of society. The 
Diptac recommendations relate to 
certain impairments giving rise to a 
handicap, but 95 percent of the 
recommendations are not 


| appropriate to wheelchairs. 


Operators contemplating 
provision for wheelchairs in 
coaches are recommended to obtain 
the key document in this area - the 
Department of Transport Code of 
Practice on the Carriage of 
Passengers in Wheelchairs in Buses 
(VSE 87/1). 

This code of practice is used by 
PSV certifying officers. Taylor 
advises operators to meet BS6170, 
which is applicable to wheelchair 
lifts. Lifts are available from 
manufacturers in Scandinavia, 
Germany, France and North 
America. Some are designed for 
specific application such as small 
vehicles, but the German Hubmatik 
does not meet BS6170. 

A prototype fully automatic 


Fretwell underfloor lift is due out in | 


about three months time. This will 
be manufactured by Mediquip 
Healthcare in California. The same 
company produces the Clearway, a 
fully automatic lift with the added 


multiple use of vehicles, which is a 


| growth market. 


A well known supplier in the tail 
lift market is Ratcliff and 
Henderson Mobile produced by a 
division of Henderson Doors. The 
Henderson Hideaway is an an 
inconspicuous installation to an 
earlier Fretwell design. 

Once inside the coach, 


| wheelchairs require two lines of 


track for safe anchorage. A major 
problem, according to Taylor, is 
speed of chair removal. Track must 
be 13 inches apart and parallel. A 
soft headed hammer is regarded as 
an essential piece of equipment to 
get seats out of the alloy track. 

Steel tracking is more tolerant 
than alloy, but there is a weight 
implication for twin tracks down 
both sides of a coach. Care must be 
exercised when fitting clamps to 
chairs - they must fit between the 
wheels in such a way that chairs 
can not tip. 

Taylor advises close co- 
operation with bodybuilders to 
ensure both comfort and safety. 
Part of the specification for dual 
use vehicles must include ease of 
conventional seat removal - there is 
no automatic assumption that the 
same track can be used for chairs 
and seats. 

Operators tempted by this 
growth market must ensure that 
public transport provision becomes 
less daunting, by encouraging the 
many thousands of potential 
passengers to overcome their 
natural uncertainty. Taylor 
cautioned that it is so easy to go 
wrong - quality products are 
available and the options are very 
large. 


Population, millions

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ACCESSIBLE PASSENGER TRANSPORT 


FOLLOW THESE HANDY 


CCORDING to the Office of 

Population Census Survey, 
6.4 million people are registered as 
disabled in the UK. Yet, for all the 
size of this potential market for 
coach operators it is a market 
poorly served. 

According to Annabelle Tame, 
of Holiday Care Services based at 
Horley in Surrey: ‘Travel and 
holidays for people with disabilities 
is a growing market and such 
people are now much more in the 
forefront, actively lobbying for a 
better deal.’ 

Holiday Care Services, a 
registered charity part-funded by 
statutory tourist authorities, was 
established in 1981 following a 
report by the Social Tourism Study 
Group in 1976. It seg up a clearing 
house for information on 
accommodation and transport for 
people with special needs, which 
collates and distributes 
information. 

However, Tame said: *HCS is 
now moving away from the 
concept of ‘social tourism’ towards 
the idea of tourism for all.’ For any 
operator wanting to get into this 
fast growing market, HCS will give 
advice on stops, stays, where to eat 
and places to visit. The company 
has information on motorway 
service areas, hotels and over 400 
establishments providing self- 
catering accommodation suitable 
for those with special needs. 

Tame’s advice to coach operators 
planning specialist holidays 
includes strong hints to phone up 
the hotel earmarked and enquire if 
any changes or renovations have 
altered its suitability for people 
with disabilities.She said: ‘The 
operator must also be careful to 
make the distinction between one 
or more rooms for those with 
disabilities being available.’ It is 
also important to distinguish 
between different disabilities as 
people with sensory, sight and 
hearing impairments have different 
needs. 


Developments 


Following the publication of 
‘Holidays - the Social Need ’, the 
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Department of Transport

established the Disability Unit in 
1980 to focus attention on the 
transport and mobility needs of 
people with disabilities. As it also 
has a role in suggesting and 
stimulating changes throughout the 
transport system, it has worked 
closely with the Disabled Persons 
Transport Advisory Committee 
(DPTAC) - as well as local 
authorities, transport operators, 
vehicle designers, transport 
planners as well as client groups. 

Such developments have resulted 
in the needs of travellers 


being considered. But, HCS feels 


bus and coach travel is the area 


| where progress has been most 


disapointing. A recent report 
states: ‘Although we came across 
some excellent coaches with 
facilities for people with 
disabilities, generally speaking 
most buses and coaches remain 
inaccessible.’ 

HCS feels coach travel 
successfully provides a reasonably 
priced means of transport, which is 
very important to people on low 
incomes. However, HCS does not

R Stanley Pemberton, who 

was a partner with another 
former Midland Red (West) 
inspector, Mr Michael Elkins, in 
the Bromsgrove based Redline 
Bus Co, has been granted a new 
psv operator’s licence authorising 
the operation of four double 
deckers, by the West Midland 
Traffic Commissioner Mr John 
Mervyn Pugh. 

In May 1988, Redline Bus, 
when operating as a partnership, 
and Midland Red (West) Ltd were 
severely warned by the then 
Deputy Traffic Commissioner, the 
late Mr Ronald Jackson, after a 
“bus war” during which it was 
alleged that a driver was beaten 
senseless and buses were reversed 
into each other. (Coachmart, May 
13 1988.) 

Last October, Mr Elkins, trading 
as Kingfisher Bus & Coach Co, of 


Licence is granted “°""3° 


Redditch, was granted a licence 
authorising the operation of one 
single decker and seven double 
deckers. He was warned by Mr 
Mervyn Pugh of the consequences 
should he get involved in a “bus 
war” with Mr Pemberton. 
(Coachmart, November 9 1989.) 

At the outset of a Birmingham 
public inquiry, Mr Mervyn Pugh 
warned that if operators started 
undercutting one another, quality 
suffered. He said that they could 
become involved in a “bus war” 
and “even the winning cock loses 
some feathers”. 

Mr Pemberton, who proposes 
trading as Redline Bus Co Ltd, of 
6 School Lane, Lickey End, 
Bromsgrove, told the 


| Commissioner that the vehicles 


would probably come from West 
Midland Travel. They would be 


| inspected by a commercial garage 


every two weeks, as that was a 
reasonable time, they had found in 
practice, for brakes to be adjusted. 
Mr Mervyn Pugh said there was 
no reason why he should not grant 
Mr Pemberton a licence. However,

It was past history, but 
Mr Pemberton was part of that 
history.

Licence lost after 
renewal submitted late 


R Anthony McAndrew, 

trading as Central Coaches 
& Taxis, of Leamington Spa, who 
lost his 12 vehicle psv operator’s 
licence after he failed to submit a 
renewal application within the time 
limit, has been granted a new 


licence authorising the operation of 


three vehicles, by the West 
Midland Deputy Traffic 
Commissioner Mr Alan Cattell. 

During the course of a 
Birmingham public inquiry, it was 
denied that the application for a 
new licence was a device to get 
round the fact that last July the 
Traffic Commissioner, Mr John 
Mervyn Pugh, imposed a 
condition on Mr McAndrew’s 
previous licence which prohibited 
him from registering any further 
local services for a period of 12 
months. (Coachmart, July 20 
1989.) 

For Mr McAndrew, Mr Michael 
Carless said that the previous 
licence had expired on December 
21. Unfortunately, the renewal 
application was delivered one 
working day late following the 
Christmas holidays. There were no 
convictions recorded against Mr 
McAndrew and there had been 
absolutely no criticism of the 
maintenance of his vehicles. 
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Currently, Mr McAndrew had 
two single deckers, one minibus 
and 10 taxis in possession. 
Maintenance would be carried out 
on the basis of inspections at 
intervals of four weeks. Contracts 
that Mr McAndrew had held with 
Warwickshire County Council had 
ceased due to what had occurred in 
January. However, he had 
managed to maintain a contract 
with the health authority, using 
small vehicles. Mr McAndrew had 
carried on his business legally 
since January. 

Two sets of accounts clearly 
showed that Mr McAndrew was 
financially stable, said Mr Carless. 
Final accounts for 1989 would be 
available in four to five weeks 
time, and he was told that they 


| would show a similar position. 


There was a letter from Mr 
McAndrew’s bank, confirming the 
overdraft facility available to him. 
About 50 percent of that facility 
was taken up at any one time. Mr 
McAndrew owned property in 
Leamington Spa which more than 
adequately covered the bank 
facility. 

Mr Carless said that Mr 
McAndrew had had no problems 
in 20 years of operation, apart 
from the recent hiccup over the 


renewal of his licence. Plans had 
been approved for the construction 
of new premises, and Mr 
McAndrew was hoping to expand 
again once he had got back on to 
the first rung of the ladder. 

After Mr Cattell had said that he 
was aware of the condition 
imposed on the previous licence 
by Mr Mervyn Pugh, Mr Carless 
said that that was on the old 
licence. It did not apply to this 
licence. However, Mr McAndrew 
would observe the restriction. The 
application was not designed to 


| obtain a new licence without the 


condition. 

Mr Cattell said that he would 
not dream of putting the condition 
on the new licence, and Mr 
Carless replied that the services to 
which it had applied had died with 


| the old licence. 


Granting the licence, Mr Cattell 


| said that if Mr McAndrew wanted 
| to operate new local services, no 


| doubt the Traffic Commissioner 


would look at the situation closely. 


| He reminded Mr McAndrew that a 


condition had been placed on the 
old licence. He said that it would 


| not be on the new licence but Mr 


McAndrew must have regard to 
the spirit of that condition in any 
future applications he made.

Commissioner requires 
maintenance assurance 
adjourning inquiry 


before 


HE South Wales Traffic 

Commissioner, Mr John 
Mervyn Pugh, required 
assurances about the safe 
condition of buses operated by 
Mr Glyn Williams, trading as 
Glyn Williams Travel, of Cross 
Keys, Gwent, before agreeing to 
adjourn disciplinary proceedings 
until May. 

The psv operators licence held 
by Mr Williams, authorising 16 
vehicles, was revoked in 
December because of his 
maintenance record, and he was 
subsequently given a fresh 
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licence for a four month period. 
(Coachmart, February 1) 
However, the imposition of a 
further 10 prohibition notices on 
Mr Williams’ vehicles since then 
led to the Commissioner calling 
him to further disciplinary 
proceedings. The hearing date 
was set for March 7. 

Seeking an adjournment, Mr 
Barry Prior, for Mr Williams, said 
that his case would not be ready 
by that date. 

Expressing concern about any 
delay in hearing the case, Mr 
Mervyn Pugh said there was a 


possibility that the defects found 
on Mr Williams’ vehicles might 


| have constituted a threat to public 


safety. It would not be right to 
defer the proceedings if the 
public were travelling around on 
defective buses. He needed an 
assurance that people travelling 
on Mr Williams’ buses would be 
safe. 

Mr Williams said that he had 


| tried to improve things since 


being told in December that 30 
jobs were at stake. He maintained 
that each of his vehicles was safe 
for the public to use. 


Mr Mervyn Pugh pointed out 
that it was the operator’s 
responsibility to see that his 
vehicles were safe. 

Mr Williams said that he would 
resign if one of his vehicles 
picked up a further prohibition 
notice before the date of the 
hearing. Asked what he meant by 
that, Mr Williams said that he 
would surrender the current 
licence, which was held in his 
name, and leave it for the rest of 
the family to seek a fresh licence. 

Mr Mervyn Pugh adjourned the 
proceedings until May 24.

CIVE YOURSELF A BREAK AND 
MAKE THE MOST OF OPPORTUNITIES 


HE MARKET for short 

breaks is growing. People are 
attracted increasingly by almost 
spur-of-the-moment opportunities 
to snatch long weekends away 
from home and even if they do not 
consider coaches for their main 
holidays, they will for shorter 
breaks. 

According to British Association 
of Wholesale Travel Agents 
chairman Gerry Topiol, most 
demand is for Friday to Sunday 
breaks. ‘It’s more traditional for 
people to take a Friday off than a 
Monday.’ 

Autumn and spring - September 
to November and March to May - 
are the most popular times, but 
winter breaks are gaining in 
popularity. 

‘November, December and 
February are becoming more 
interesting,’ says Topiol. 

The holidays are in most parts of 
Britain, given that northern 
Scotland breaks really only appeal 
to other Scots, while Devon is less 
popular for breaks from the north. 
They cover northern parts of near- 
Europe - northern Germany and 
northern France, Belgium and the 
Netherlands, with Paris and 
Amsterdam being the favourite 
destinations. 

The main demand comes from 
couples aged 40 or more, largely 
the classic coach holiday age 
groups, but Topiol sees this as one 
sector of the market which does 
offer new and younger customers 
for coaches. These people use the 
breaks as second, third or fourth 
holidays. 

The market is price sensitive, 
unlikely to pay over £100 for a 
three-day break, but it is probably 
less demanding than it is of longer 
holidays. 

‘I believe the short break market 
responds to what’s offered, rather 
than demanding what isn’t there,” 
says Topiol. ‘That is an important 
distinction. The public will buy 
something it likes, but if customers 
want to go, say, to Austria for 10 
days they will want to compare 
what’s on offer.’ 

Consequently, packages tend to 
be simple and relatively 
undemanding - bed and breakfast 
accommodation in capital cities, 
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_ The short breaks market offers new profit |

half board in other places where 
there are few restaurants in walking 
distance; wine and cheese tasting 
on Continental breaks; dinner 
dances and theme weekends in 
Britain: sightseeing and shopping 
in cities. 

A key feature of the short breaks 
market is the fact customers do 
book almost on impulse. Topiol 
says some customers go looking 
for weekend break brochures from 
their travel agent, but many are 
persuaded by advertisements not 
only to book on a particular break, 
but to take the break at all. 

That demands a much more 
urgent approach to promotion and 
advertising. ‘Unlike a 10-day tour 
for £300, here you're talking to a 
response market. It has to be a 
“now situation”. You've got to 
have more pzazz than in the 
traditional brochure layout. 

‘If an operator has a combination 
of short break products, then he 
should produce a separate 
brochure. If he puts them in the 
main brochure, then he has to push 


| the product in a different way. This 


is more of an instinctive buy.” 
Topiol believes that leaflets and 
newspaper advertising have a role 
to play. 

He says the impulse buy short 
break market has a lot to offer the 
coach operator. ‘He should exploit 
that more than he’s doing now. If 
he doesn’t, then the newspaper 
offers will bite and the coach 
operator will lose.’ 

Forward planning is as vital in 
this market as in the longer holiday 
market, even if people book less far 
ahead. Operators should plan to sell 
short breaks about three months 
before they are being run, but as a 
wholesaler he urges them to book 
their packages further ahead. 

His company, Groupways 
Leisure, like the other BAWTA 
members, depends on the coach 
industry for a substantial slice of its 
business and uses its buying power 
to book hotel and ferry short break 
packages at the same time as it 
books longer packages. He believes 


| that the wholesale sector is well 


placed to stimulate the trade with 
new ideas for short breaks and to 


cope with demands for late 
bookings. 
Late bookings might not 


| guarantee the most suitable hotels, 
_ but he believes a good package can 


still be put together at the last 
minute. He illustrates this by 
saying: ‘If someone came late 
saying he wanted to run a trip to 
the Prix de I’arc de Triomphe on 
October |, he won’t get a hotel in 
Paris, but he will get to the race. 
We will get good prices and be 
within an acceptable distance of the 
event.’ 

By going to the wholesaler, he 


argues that the coach operator will 
| get keener prices for short breaks in 
| high season. 


When selling short breaks, 
Topiol argues that operators should 
make a proper allowance for the 
coach travel element of their 
product. Rather than add a 
percentage mark-up to the 
wholesale price of the break, he 
says they should add the full 
amount for coach travel and still 
keep the price below the critical 
£100 barrier. 

They should sell insurance 
separately as a profit generating 
add-on. 

Another end of this market is 
also beginning to interest 
enterprising coach operators. 

There could well be niche for the 
operator prepared to combine travel 
in top-spec executive coaches, 
maybe with no more than 40 
armchair-type seats, with sea travel 
by cruising ferries on the longer 
crossings and accommodation in 
five-star hotels. 

These breaks might sell at £300 
or more, definitely not in the mass 
market, but could appeal to people 
who might never consider coach 
holidays now, but who could be 
sold the overall package of 
pampered leisure. The idea is 
already exciting the imagination of 
operators. It might become a 
profitable reality for some. 

With high mortgage rates putting 
pressure on the main holiday 
market, coach operators have an 
opportunity to capture business 
from people who suddenly feel 
they can at least afford a few days 
away. Those who plan for it could 
reap worthwhile rewards. 
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OACH operators planning 


minibreak tours may wish to | 


organise the whole itinerary with 
the help of inclusive arrangements 
available from ferry companies. 

Although the main cross- 
Channel routes are exceptionally 
busy during the summer months, 
there are special offers available 
on many routes at most times of 
the year. 

With the help of this guide, 
short breaks, tours and group 
facilities can be tailored to suit 
both operator and client.

T’S HARD to beat theme 

parks as a one-day excursion | 
venue. One drop-off, one pick-up, 
and the job’s just about over. 

Over the past few years, theme 
parks have become very good at 
entertaining their captive 
audiences for an eight-hour 
stretch. There is now a lot more 
to them than just white-knuckle 
rides and funny costumes. It’s a 
simple question of maximising 
profit: keep the punters busy and 
you can make the most of their 
leisure time. 

The face of theme parks may 
be changing, too. They are no 
longer simply permanent 
fairgrounds. Many have taken the 
theme aspect very seriously and 
instead of roller coasters offer 
rides more on a par with the ghost | 
train - labarinthine caverns which 
as much educate as thrill the 
children. 

The benefits of the policy to 
keep ‘em on their toes all day 
come back to the tour operator in 
many ways, one of which is the 
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| operators maximise profits - and

simplicity factor, the other a 
group of tired, but happy 
passengers at the end of the day. 

Theme parks are, by definition, 
well able to cope with groups of 
any size, with virtually no 
advance notice. They all offer 
group discounts - to help 


It’s in 
their interest to ensure that 
adverts give sufficient 
prominence to the park’s name, | 
and attract custom. | 
Such is the popularity of theme 
parks that there is now one within 
a couple of hours of virtually any 
operating base, or any major city.

Only one obvious problem 
surfaces when the operator plans 
a theme park excursion... which 
one to use.

for a predicted upsurge in interest 
from the UK. The down side of 
running a theme park excursion to 
France, for instance, is the time 


| taken to reach the destination and 


the extra organisation required. 
There are hidden assets in such 
a trip. First of all, the operator 
can get group rates not only on 
the entry to the park, but also on 
hotel accomodation and the ferry 
crossing. That adds up to more 
profit. The trip could, for 
instance, take in a couple of hours 
at the hypermnarket on the way 


| home. Again, the customer’s 

| perception of this cost-free 

| addition to the itinerary is one of 
| ‘better value’.

CAETANO TIE-UP 


ON TWO-WAY COACH 


TIE-UP between Caetano and 
A virtually unknown Dutch 
truck chassis builder De Loof has 
produced an incredible ‘push me 
pull you’ double-ended coach - 
which is about to enter service on 
express routes to Poland. 

The vehicle is apparently the 
result of De Loof’s research into 
4WD non-articulated trucks, which 
it hoped would corer better. It was 
while the company tested the mid- 
engined chassis that it built a set of 
controls into both ends to assess its 
stability travelling in both directions 
and discovered additional benefits. 

The coach version can be driven 
into the smallest depots without a 
reversing manoeuvre. It can be 
invaluable, says Caetano UK, for 
country routes and can be parked 


into the smallest space by using both | 
sets of steering wheels. 

“We were very happy to be 
involved with this project,’ said 
| Caetano’s sales director Alan Page, 
who is understood to have identified 
its sales potential for the current 
upsurge in cross-Channel express 
| travel and is responsible for its 

worldwide sales campaign. 

During normal use, the ‘rear’ 

| wheels are locked into a centred 
position and two-wheel drive 
engaged. In difficult situations such 
as snow, in gears one to four, 4WD 
can be used. But the coach really 
comes into its own when using all 
four wheels for steering. 

A complex combination of 
electronic monitoring and a steering 
shaft link the two steering axles, so 


that a single driver can quite literally 
make the coach move sideways. 
Electronic infra-red units on each 
comer give the driver information 
about the space he has to manoeuvre 
and can be set to apply the brakes if 
a collision is imminent. 

The vehicle has been tipped to be 
a best-seller elsewhere in the UK 
market because it can be equipped 
with left-hand drive at one end, 
right-hand drive at the other. This is, 
in fact, easier to manufacture than a 
LHD/LHD version. 

Weight distribution on the vehicle 
is almost perfect, and means that it 
can be stretched into a 100-seater 
without difficulty, and without 
compromising safety. There are 
even plans to make a four-wheel 
steer version.

Profits are important, 
ready cash a necessity

ash flow’ - they 
won’t understand that. Just 
stick to ‘profit and loss’. 

This was the advice given to one 
of my colleagues recently, while 
preparing for ar. interview. 

Unfortunately, there was probably 
more than a grain of truth in the 
comment. 

Whereas profit and loss can be 
understood equally well by the man 
travelling on the bus and the 
managing director of the bus 
company, cash flow may be familiar 
only to the managing director. 

Even then, all too commonly, 
keeping a close eye on future 
requirements is not considered ¢ 
central part of the management or 
accounting functions. 

“But the world of business 
operates on credit’ I hear you cr 
and so it does. 

However, your employees may 
not be too interested in that; they 
still expect to be paid on time. Your 
suppliers do not have unlimited 
patience and your bank manager 
will only go so far. 

You may be lucky. You mz 
succeed without some form of cash 
management, simply because your 
business is a winner, but your 
fortunes may change. 

Few text books will recommend 
running a business on the basis of 
luck rather than control. 

If senior management time is 
being spent dealing with crises 
caused by unexpected shortages of 
cash, then senior management time 
is being wasted. 

Every hour spent sorting out the 
problem is an hour not spent 
looking for new business, working 
on the development of existing 

iness and planning for the future. 

Again, an unnecessarily high 
overdraft means that unnecessary 
interest is being paid. 

Understanding and operating a 
smooth and effective cash cycle in 
your business is every bit as 
important as the equivalent control 
of the day to day running of your 
buses and coaches. If you know 
how a system works, then ) 
tackle problems effectivel 

The most drastic result of a poor 
cash flow may be insolvency, of 
which there are two definitions. 

One is that liabilities exceed 
assets. The other is an inability to 
pay debts as they fall due. 

The first definition is essentially 
based on profit and loss; the second 
is based on cash flow. In practice, it 
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is the second test that is most 
commonly used - running out of 
money has a harsh reality about it, 
unlike asset values which can be the 
subject of endless academic 
interpretations. 

So what can you do to improve 
cash flow and prosper? After all, at 
present rates of interest, a £50,000 
reduction in debtors can save around 
£9,000 each year in interest charges. 

Firstly, you should critically 

your business. Ask 
yourself the following questi 

Do I really understand the 
dynamics of the business and which 
areas most seriously affect cash 
flow? 

Could I get more cash in 
advance? 

Is someone responsible for 
actively chasing all debts which 
have gone beyond my normal credit 
terms 

Am [ really minimising my stock 
investmen 

Are supplier credit periods being 
fully utilis 

Just how do I set about collecting 
slow-paying accounts that I am 
worried about? 

Profit is important, but cash is 
Vital - it is the lifeblood of any 
business. Just remember that profit 
is only truly earned when the money 
is in the bank. So even the best 
customer must be pursued 
vigorously if the account gets into 
arrears. 

The other critical aspect of 
improved cash management is to 
plan ahead. A cash flow forecast 
will help you identify the size and 
timing of any forthcoming crisis. If 
you cannot stay within your agreed 
bank facilities, then you should 
either contact your bank manager or 
professional adviser. 

Hopefully I have provided you 
with some issues for serious thought 
and action. I hope you will act, and 
now - before that debt turns bad and 
you kick yourself for not acting 
earlier.

RIAN Juffs, the fleet 

engineer at express coach 

operator Armstrong Galley 

of Newcastle upon Tyne, 
has firm views on the image he 
wants the public to have of his 
coaches. 

He says: ‘Once a coach is out 
on the road, there’s nothing you 
can do to stop it getting dirty. 
What's of critical importance is 
that it shouldn't start out dirty 
when it leaves the depot.’ 


The company is well known for | 


its Newcastle-London Clipper 
service, which uses a fleet of six 
MCW Metroliner double-deckers, 
but it also has 18 single-decker 
coaches running on a variety of 
scheduled and private-hire duties. 

Juffs expands on his approach 
by pointing out: “A coach can go 
through a mud slick or pick up a 
load of road salt before it even 
gets out of town. There’s no point 
in thinking you ought to be 
running along behind it with a 
hose.’ 

On the other hand, he is 
adamant that the coach should be 
presented in a clean and smart 
condition when it first picks up 
its passengers. He said: “We want 
to build up customer confidence, 
so that people will come back to 
us for their next trip. That means 
providing a vehicle that starts out 
with the right image.’ 

The nature of the work 
certainly makes this a challenge. 
The Metroliners run up to 
160,000 miles a year, and the 
service requirement never sinks 
below four vehicles a day, rising 
to six in the summer peak and up 
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Be smart and keep a clean fleet 


to ten at busy times (when single- 
deckers are drafted in). 

Armstrong Galley is a 
subsidiary of Busways Travel 
Services, the now-privatised 
transport operation that was once 
part of Tyne and Wear Passenger 
Transport Executive. 

Juffs, who was latterly with 
BET’s Manchester Minibuses 
operation, is fleet engineer of the 
whole business, so he is able to 
tackle coach cleaning against the 
background of keeping the whole 
fleet presentable. However, he 
considers bus cleaning and coach 
cleaning as two quite separate 


tasks, involving different methods 
and priorities. 

He said: ‘Actually it’s easier to 
clean coaches than buses, at least 
superficially. Coaches are like big 
boxes when you really get down 


| to it. They tend to have smoother 


contours than buses, and fewer 
sharp edges. Certainly you don’t 
get the age-old problem of 
cleaning round the rear engine 
bustle on Atlantean and Fleetline 
double-deckers.° 

However, Juffs feels that 
coaches demand a more rigorous 
approach than buses. Tyne and 
Wear’s buses tend to be cleaned 


in fixed drive-through washes, 
which are fast but in his view not 
thorough enough for coaches. 

For the coach fleet, he has 
made a point of installing 
travelling gantry washes to 
supplement the drive-through 
washes at all four of the 
company’s main bases. He has 
chosen the Wilcomatic Monarch 
system, which gives a backward 
and forward pass in each cycle, 
providing thorough front and rear 
treatment as it goes. 

Strong chemicals are not 


| essential, in Brians Juffs’ opinion. 


He said: ‘If you give the coaches 
a regular high-pressure water and 
brush wash, dirt never has the 
chance to become engrained.’ 
The unwritten law at 
Armstrong Galley is that each 
coach is given a wash every time 
it returns from a trip. He added: 
‘Let’s face it, there are times 
when one slips through; but by 
and large we’re pretty successful 
at catching them as they come in. 
Internal cleaning still relies on 


_ age-old methods - vacuum 


cleaning and a bucket and mop. 
This too is done each time the 
vehicles return home. The driver 
does his own superficial clean-up, 
then a small team of up to eight 


| cleaners takes over. Juffs said: 


“We do an inspection every ten 


| days, and deep-clean the coaches 


at regular intervals.” 

To some extent, it is necessary 
to draw a fine line between image 
and practicality. He said: 
‘Arguably a vinyl floor is easier 
to keep clean than carpeting. We 
find that carpets in our front-line

<q coaches only last a year to | 
eighteen months, then we have to 
replace them. There’s no point in 
being squeamish about it - it has 

to be done.’ But he admits that 


vinyl floors can quickly become 
messy and unattractive in wet 
weather. He said:* Whatever 
material you choose, it will have 
an element of compromise about 
it. One area is of critical 
importance in coach cleaning, 
and that’s the step well. If you 
don’t keep anything else clean, 
that should be. It’s the first part of | 
the coach that a lot of customers 
see, and it colours their 

impression of the whole vehicle.” 


Armstrong Galley suffers a 
disadvantage in cleaning terms at 
the London end of its Clipper 
route. The vehicles simply pull on 
to a bus stop in Victoria, with no 
cleaning facilities in sight. 

Juffs takes a sanguine view. He | 
said: ‘It’s not practicable to do | 
any cleaning there, so we don’t 
attempt it. We view the round trip 
as a single journey, and let the 


| cleaning wait until the vehicle 


gets back.’ 

It is perhaps one penalty for a 
remarkably trim operation in 
which costs are held to a 
minimum. In defence of the 
company, many customers for the 


northbound trip originate in the 
North East, and will probably 
have gained their impression of 
the Armstrong Galley fleet long 
before they book the return trip. 
So the company is by no means 
reliant on the image presented to 
London’s passing trade. 

Perhaps surprisingly, the coach 
fleet (like the entire bus fleet) is 
still brush-painted with a 
polyurethane finish. ‘Nobody 
does it better,’ Juffs says, adding 
that he feels that the frequent 
washing does not in itself damage 
the finish. ‘It could suffer more 
with neglect.” 

However, he accepts that a 
two-pack acrylic finish 
might extend paint life 
beyond the two years 
that is typical now. It 
would also represent 


the Fleetsure 
maintenance package 
that the company is 
now offering to 
outside truck and bus 
operators. “We're 
looking at that for the 
future,’ he says. 

The company 
designs and also cuts 
its own vinyl lettering, 
using a PC-based 
computerised design 
system called 


an extra dimension in | 


Omnitext. This, too, is offered to 
outside customers through a 
division called Busways 
Marketing. Vinyl presents no 
problem at all in cleaning terms, 
according to Juffs. He said: ‘You 
get peeling if you use a cheap 
product, but ours adheres as well 


| as if it were painted on.’ 


Although diversification is seen 
as essential to Busways’ future, 
image clearly remains central to 
its philosophy. Juffs concludes: 
“Whatever opportunities are out 
there for us, ‘our future lies with 
the way we present ourselves.’ 


Call for a clean-up 


EHICLE cleaning is very 
definitely one area of 
coaching in which your coat 
should be cut according to your 
cloth. 
Washing systems can consist of 
a bucket, brush and chamois plus 
the services of Fred the retired | 
driver, or be a permanent, 
automatic washer which will put 
a shine on a vehicle in five 
minutes. In terms of speed, Fred 
cannot keep up, but in cost terms, 
you may find he’s cheaper. 
It is clearly time for a change 
when your coaches are having to 
go out grubby because there’s no 
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| Washing section of Coachmart’s 


time, or no staff, to clean them. | 
It’s hard to quantify the cost of 
customers seeing dirty coaches, 
but the pride factor alone is 
enough to get most operators 
leafing through the Vehicle 


classified ads. 

The next step up from Fred and 
his bucket is the pressure washer, 
or steam cleaner. This electrical 
pump simply delivers water - hot, 
cold or sometimes with detergent 


| - through a small nozzle or a 


brush head. There are several 
advantages over a hosepipe. It 
uses less water with greater 


efficiency. In low-pressure areas, 
the hose might not squirt up to 


| roof level. And such is the 


pressure that it can remove 
wheel-arch grime and oil with 
ease - or even clean engines. 

Less versatile, but more 
efficient at bodywork cleaning is 
the conventional ‘car wash’ style 
system. This can be a single, 
upright revolving brush with 
water feed jets which is manually 
propelled along the side of the 
coach, or can be a full gantry 
system with roof brushes. You 
pays your money... 

One thing is certain, though. 
Good though the automatic 
washing systems are, they can’t 
beat Fred’s spit-and-polish 
approach. If anything’s going to 
put that final shine on a coach 
after the washer has done the 
donkeywork, it’s Fred’s chamois 
and a tin of wax!
